WILI, THE AXK FALL? 

After the Lnndrum-Griffln labor retomi 
bill was enacted last year, sundry labor 
leaders vowed to annex the political .scalps 
of con(ircK.smen who voted for it. Tills Im- 
plied that they expected to be able to per- 
suade their unlon.s' members lo vole aeainst 
Landrum-Griffln's Irientts. 

But union members can't be delivered 
on election day In a block, an canny labor 
leaders have been known to admit. And now 
that th(! results of Landrum-Grlffln arc 
bcEinning to be fell wc wonder whether sup- 
port ol that bll! won't actually win the votes 
of many union members for these congress- 
men. 

For Instance, the Intetnational Union of 
Operating Enclnccrs has been forced to 
adopt a new conatltutlonHtt-tioc.'in't weaken 
the union's bargaining position at all. But It 
docs permit all of the union's 300.000 mem- 
bers to vote In union elections— where only 
nbo\it half were allowed any voice before. 
• It also deprives International officers of 
tho privilege of seizing control of locals 
through trusteeships solely upon the basis 
of whim, and prescribes the conditions un- 
der which locals may be taken over by the 
International. 

Observers .say that the new consilHttlon 
has awakened new interest in the union 
among rank and file members, and who can 
doubt that It will be a better union because 
of this? 

The labor department reports that since 
Landrum-GrUfltli mcnibcr.i of other unions 
have become more active in union affairs, 
that other union constitutions arc being re- 
vised. Hint a number of cN-convicts liave 
been tos.scd out of union positions and that 
103 trusteeships have been ended. 

Union members now have on file 523 com- 
plaints aBaln.st corruption In their unions 
and at List can havc'/iome hope that some- 
thing will be done about It. 

Wc su.spcct that union meniber.s aren't [;o-ftii urd. 
Ing to vole aEain.st men wJioac stand inadcf l"i 
. "po,sslble lha clean-up of orKanizallons so 
important to them— a clean-up wlilch llicy 
were Iielplcss lo' bring about themselves 
while dictators and hoods \yere unchallenged 
In the saddle.
